WHeEn a man’s life is heroic, and his name 
has passed into history, the world wants to 
know him personally, intimately, ~The 
„grave and reverend chronicler,” ing 
over bis beginnings, presents him abraptly 
in his full-grown greatness ; men render the 
admiration earned, but the sympathetic 
emulation awakend is concerned to know 
how he grew into his maturity of excellence. 
This curiosity is not an idleness of the fancy, 
but a personal interest in the facts that 
springs out of those aspirations which put 
every man upon the fulfillment of his own 
destiny. How came this man to excel— 
what was in him what happend to develop 
it? “Some men are born great; some 
achieve greatness; some have grateness 
thrust upon them.” How came this man 
by it? Is it within my reach also? and, b 
what means? History provokes us wi 
such queries as these ; Biography answers 
them. 

Doctor Elisha Kent Kane is not quite 
thirty-four years old, yet he has done more 
than cireumnavigate the globe; he has visited 
and traversed India, Africa, Europe, South 
America, the islands of the Pacific, and 
twice penetrated the Arctic region to the 
highest latitude attained by civilized man. 
He has encountered the extremest perils of 
sea and land, in every climate of the globe; 
he has discharged in turn the severest 
duties of the soldier and the seaman; at- 
tached to the United States Navy asa 
surgeon, he is, nevertheless, engaged at 
one time in cost survey of the — — ocean, 
and in a month or two, we find him explor- 
ing the frigid zone; and all the while that 
his personal experiences had the character 
of romantic adventure, he was pusbing them 

in the spirit of scientific and philanthropic 
enterprise. 

As a boy, his instinctive bent impelled 
him to the indulgence and enjoyment of 
such adventcres as were best fitted to train 
him for the work before him. His col- 
legiate studies suffered some postponement, 
while his ph ysical qualities pressed for their 
necessary training and discipline. It was 
almost in the spirit of truancy that he ex- 

plored the Blue Mountains of Virginia, as 
a student of geology, under the guidance of 
Professor Rodgers, and cultivated, at once, 
his hardihood of vital energy and those ele- 
ments of natural science which were to 

ualify him for his after services in the field 
of physical geography. But, in due time 
he returned to the pursuit of literature, and 
acheived the usual honors, as well as though 
his college studies had suffered no diver- 
sion—his muscees and nerves were educated, 

and his brain lost nothing by the indirect- 
ness of its development, but was rather 
corroborated for all the uses which it has 
served since. He graduated at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania—first, in its col- 
legiate, and afterwords in its medical de- 
partment. His special relishes in study 
indicated his natural drift: chemistry and 
surgery ; natural science in its most intimate 
converse with substance, and the remedial 
art in its most heroic function. He went 
out from his Alma Mater a good classical 
scholar, a good chemist, mineralogist, as- 
tronomer, and Bat he laeked, or 
thought he lacked, robustness of frame and 
soundness of health. He solicited an ap- 
pointment in the mavy, and upon his ad- 
mission, demanded active service. He was 
appointed upon the diplomatic staff as sur- 
geon to the first American Embassy to 

China. This position gave him opportanity

Before he returned from this trip, he had 
ascended the Himalayas, and triangulated 
Greece on foot; he had visited Ceylon, the 
Upper Nile, and all the mythologie region 
of Egypt; traversing the route, and making 
the acquaintance of the learned Lepsius, 
who was then prosecuting his archæologieal 

rches.

sent him to the Coast of Africa. Here he 
visited the slave factories, from Cape Mount 
to the river Bonny, and through the in- 
famous Da Souza, got access to the bara- 
coons of Dahomey, and contracted, besides, 
the coast fever, from the effects of which 
he has never entirely recovered. 
From Africa he returned before the close 
of the Mexican war, and believing that his 
constitution was broken, and his health rapid- 
ly going, he called upon President Polk, and 
demanded an opportunity for service that 
might crowd the little remnant of his life 
with achivements in keeping with his am- 
bition; the President, just then embarrass- 
ad by atemporary non-intercourse with 
General Scott, charged the doctor with 
dispaches to the General, of great moment 
and urgency, which must be carried through 
a region occupied by the enemy. This 
embassy was marked by adventures ro- 
mantic, and illustrative of the character of 
the man. * * * * * 
He was next employed in the Coast Sur- 
vey. While engaged in this service, the 
government by its correspondence with 
Lady Franklin became committed for an 
attempt at the rescue of Sir John and his 
ill-starred companions in Artic diseovery. 
Nothing could be better addressed to the 
Doctor's governing sentiments than this 
adventure. The enterprise of Sir John ran | 
exactly in the current of one of his own } 
enthusiasms—the service of natural science 
combined with heroic, personal effort ; 
and, added to this, that sort of patriotism 
which charges itself with its own full share 
in the execution of national engagements 
of honor; and besides this cordial assump- 
tion of his country’s debts and duties, there 
was no little force in the appeal of a nobly 
brave spirited woman to the chivalry of 
the American Navy. 
He was “‘bathing in the tepid waters of 
the Gulf of Mexico, on the 12th of May, 
1850, when he received his telegraphic 
order to proceed forthwith to New York, 
for duty upon the Arctic expedition. In 
nine days from that date he was beyond the 
limits of the United States on his dismal 
voyage to the North Pole. Of this first 
American expedition, as is well known to 
the public, he was the surgeon, the natoral- 
ist, and the historian. It returned disap- 
pointed of its main object, after a winter in 
the regions of eternal ice and a fifteen 
months absence. 
Scarcely allowing himself a day to recov- | 
er from the hardships of this cruise, he set 
on foot his second attempt, from which he 
has returned, after verifying by actual ob- 
servation the long questioned existence of 
an open sea beyond the latitude of 82, 
and beyond the temperature, also, of 100° 
below the freezing point. His “Personal 
Narrative,” published early in 1853, re- 
counts the adventures of the first voyage, 
and discovers his diversified qualifications 
for such an enterprise. 
The last voyage occupied two winters in 
the highest latitudes, and two years and a 
half of unintermitted labor, with the risks 
and responsibilities attendant. He is now 
preparing the history for publication. But 
that part of it which best reports his own 
personal agency, and would most justly 
present the man to the reader, will of course 
be suppressed. We would gladly supply it, 
but as yet thisis impossibe to us. His 
journal is private property, the extracts 
which we may expect will be only too shy 
of egotism, and his companions have not 
spoken yet, as some day they will speak, of 
his conduct throughout the terrible strug- 
gles which together they endured. 
To form anything like an adequate esti- 
mate of this last achievement, it is to be 
recollected that his whole company amount- 
ed to but twenty men, and that of this 
corps or crew he was the commander, in 
naval phrase; and when we are apprised 
that his portfolio of scenery, sketched on 
the spot in pencil, and in water colors kept 
fluid over a spirit-lamp, amounts to over 
three hundred sketches, we have a hint of 
the extent and variety of the offices he fill- 
ed on this voyage. He was in fact the sar- 
geon, sailing-master, astronomer and natu- 
ralist, as well as captain and leader of the 
expedition. 

his man of all work, of desperate dar- 
ing and successful doing, is in height about 
five feet seven inches: in weight, say one 
hundred and thirty pounds or so, if health 
and rest would but give him leave to fill 
up his natural measure. His complexion 
is fair, his hair brown, and his eyes dark 
gray, with a hawk look. He is a hunter 
by every gift and grace and instinct that 
makes up the character; an excellent shot, 
and a brilliant horseman. He has escaped 
with whole bones from all his adventures,

the lowest temperature ever endured—the 
heaviest sledge journeys ever performed— 
and the wildest life that civilized man has

prehension, rapidity of utterance and sen- 
tentious compactness of diction, which arise 
from a habitual watchfulness against the 
betrayal of his own enthusiasms. He 


always discovering his. unwillingness to 
sit” for your admiration. If you question 
him about the handsome official acknowl- 
edgments of his services by the British and 
American governments, or in any way en- 
deavor to turn him upon his own gallant 
achievements, he hurries you away from 
the subject to some point of scientific inter- 
est which he presumes will more concern 
and engage yourself; or he says or does 
something that makes you think he is occu- 
pied with his own inferiority in some mat- 
ter which your conversation presents to 
him. One is obliged to struggle with him 
to maintain the tone of respect which his 
character and achievements deserve: and 
when the interview is over, a feeling of dis- 
appointment remains for the failure in your 
efforts to ransack the man as you wished, 
and to render the tribute which you owed 
him. 

We wish we could be sure, that he will 
not, in his forthcoming work, give us the 
drama without its hero; or we wish the 
expedition and its hero had a chronicler as 
worthy as he would be were he not the 
principal character in the story. 

Dr. Kane’s narrative of the Expedition, 
now preparing, and in process of publica- 
tion by Messrs. Childs & Peterson of Phil- 
adelphia, will embrace the important dis- 
coveries made in the frozen regions far be- 
yond the reach of all the predecessors of 
the American exploring party and their 
perilous adventures, crowded with romantic

William Cullen Bryant. 


One of the sweetest stars that ever cul- 
minated in the firmament of song,—one 
that has shed a holier and more hallowing 
light on the darkened soul of humanity, 
than almost any other of the muses’ bright 
constellation, is the author of Thanatop- 
sis.” He has touched the cords of the hu 
man heart, and they have vibrated to the 
innermost of man’s being, stirring up a con- 
N immortality within him, to which 
o was a stranger, until that deep, solemn 
aud heavenly music was drawn from the 
“wondrous harp” of his existence, by the 
magic wand of the sweet poet. 
William Cullen Bryant was born at Cum- 
mington, Ct., on the 3d of November, 1794. 
It was the good fortune of the child to be 
blessed with a father who had the sagacity 
to detect, and the skill and tact to en- 
courage and train the manifestations of ge- 
nius which exhibited themselves in young 
Bryant, as soon as he could read. At five, 
he wrote versed that were quite respecta- 
ble; and at ten, his try was given to 
the world, through S of his 
neighborhood. At thirteen, he published 
a political satire called the Embargo,“ 
which got him some applause, and soon 
passed into the second edition. He was 
not quite sixteen when he entered William’s 
College in advance. Here he made rapid 
proficiency, and after remaining less than 
two years, he asked and obtained an hon- 
orable dismission, that he might pursue the 
study of the law. He first entered the 
office of Judge Howe, of Worthington, 
and afterwards that of the Hon. William 
Baylies, of Bridgewater. In 1815, he was 
admitted to the bar, avd opened an office 
at Plymouth. Mr. Bryant read law faith- 
fully, but amidst all the drudgery that falls 
to the lot of a law student, and in despite 
of the dusty, dingy, narrow, pent up hex 
of a lawyer's office, with its pigeon holes, 
and bundles tied with red tape, and bills, 
and writs, and executions, aud mortgages, 
and foreclosures, and suits, and nonsuits, 
he kept the edge of fancy keen and bright, 
and looked out upon the green pictures of 
his soul, and played the celestial harp with 
a touch as pure and as light. as before.— 
When he was nineteen, he published his 
“Thanatopsis;” Entrance to a Wood,” 
and several other pieces, in the “North 
American Review.” These publications 
brought the author into notoriety at once. 
and he was requested to deliver the poem 
before the Phi Beta Kappa Society of 
Harvard University. 


Mr. Bryant removed to Great Barring- 
ton, Mass., to practice his profession; and 
in 1821, he married a young lady of that 
place. After practicing law for a number 
of years, he determined to remove to New 
York, and devote himself to literature. In 
1825, he became editor of the New York 
Review,” and about the same time was as- 
sociated with a number of literary gentle- 
men and artists in getting up that whilom 
popular annual, the Talisman,“ which was 
adorned, as was also the “Review,” of 
which he was editor, with some of the

Congregational Singing. | 
The following interesting article is from 
The Presbyterian of Philadelphia. Where 
a congregation vill prepare itself for this 
part of divine service, the singing by the 
whole congregation is bn all accounts most 
impressive and desirable. — 

It is gratifying to observe the growing 
tendency to restore the good old custom of 
singing by the whole congregation in pub- 
lic worship. There can be no more lamen- 
right apprehension pesse 

g . e part whi i 
should occupy in the vane 4 of the — 
ary, than to see the music committed to a 
handfal in the gallery, who are to act as 
proxies for the dumb congregation. ‘“ Are 
there none returned to give glory. to God 
save” this choir? If God has given his 
people voices and tonges, let them be brought 
into use to celebrate his praise. We do not 
feel disposed to make war on choirs when 
properly couducted; but whatever may be 


the method for leading the music, it should 


be regarded as indispensable that the whole 
congregation join in the singing. No pre- 
tended superiority in science and dramatic 
effect of the exclusive performances of a 
trained band should ever be allowed to sup- 
plant the heavy outpourings of the united 
song of all the people.” The following 
from a correspondent of the New York 
Mirror, in regard tothe music in the Fifth 
Avenue and Nineteenth Street Church in 
New York, is a truthful tribute to the ef- 
fects of congregation singing. We are 
aware that such publications areſnot in ac- 
cordance with the tasteor wishes of the pas- 
tor, the Rev. Dr. Alexander, but we trans- 
fer the present article to our columns for 
the sake of the good to be accomplished by 
such an example. The fact that the music 
of this church is led by Lowell Mason, is a 
sufficient refatation of the plea that the 
singing of the congregation is fatal to good 
music, 

„How much more solemn, and devotion- 
al is the singing of an entire congregation, 
than the performance of a choir, however 
skillful and scientific! I felt this difference 
a few Sundays since, when in attendance 
at a church in Fifth Avenue—where, I 
will confess, I did not expect to receive 
much devotional comforting, owing to my 
distrust of the spiritualness of sach a fash- 
ionable locality. I was a stranger, and as 
the congregation assembled, and I saw no 
face that wore a welcome or a smile for 
me, I felt lovely and dispirited, and could 


not realize that I was in my Father’s 


house. 

“But presently the organ breathed forth 
a soft. sweet, hushed sound, which seemed 
to say, Make ready, for the Bridegroom 
cometh; prepare your hearts for his dwel- 
ling, all ye people. Then followed rich 
strains of harmony, which fell upon the 
spirit like dew upon parched sands—strains 
so simple that they at once penetrated 
the heart, and yet so deep and grand that 
they raised the soul to heaven. There was 
none of that see-sawing and alternate crash- 
ing and dying away, in which most organ- 
ists delight, and which are so painful to a 
devout spirit; but all was subdued and sol- 
emn, as if in recognition that the Lord was 
in his holy temple. 

And then, when the simple, fervent pray- 
er had been offered up, and the hymn read, 
a venerahle man of commanding presence 
arose, and standing in front of the pulpit, 
commenced to sing; the whole congregation 
joined, and there swelled out a grand vocal 
chorus, permeated, and sustained, and 
bound together by the powerful voice of 
the organ, which irresistably subdued every 
truant emotion, and bore. the worshiper’s 
heart-offerings directly up to the eternal 
throne. 

„O, the power, the majesty, the sweet- 
ness to that song! In unmistakable tones 
it said, ‘Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of 
hosts! Let all the earth be filled with his 
glory!’ As my voice mingled in the cho- 
ras, I no longer felt that I was a stranger, 
and among strange people. All factitious 
barriers were broken down, my heart 
warmed, my soul plumed her wings anew, 
and I felt that I was indeed in my Father’s 
house, and among my own spiritual kin- 
dred. 

“How much better this, than the antics 
of a showy organist, and the performances 
of an unde vout choir. Choirs we must have, 
certainly, for particular occasions, and or- 
ganists; and they can aid a congregation 
at all times; and special stady, and scien- 
tific accuracy, are greatly to be commend- 
ed in music, as in other things. But when 
an oppresed and sorrowing soul goes up to 
the house of the Lord to renew its spirit- 
ual strength, let no artigtic performances 
come between it and its God, but let its 
sorrows, its supplications, and its aspira- 
tions be upborne on the mighty carrent of 
the congregation’s song, it shall be fill- 
ed with the spirit of them who forever sing 
before the throne:—‘Worthy is the Lamb 
that was slain, to receive power, and rich- 
es, and wisdom, and strength, and honor, 
and glory, and blessing.’ ”

John Knox's Call. 
‘Knox’s call to the ministry isthus related 


These persons were so pleased with 
Knox’s talents, and his manner of teaching 
his pupils, that they urged him strongly to 
preach in public, and to become colleague 
to Rough. Bat he resisted all their solici- 
tations, assigning, as his reeson, that he did 
not consider himself as having a call to this 
employment, and he would not be guilty of 
intrusion. They did not, however, desist 
from their purpose ; but, having consulted 
with their brethern, came to a resolution, 
without his knowledge, that a call should 
be publicly given him, in the name of the 
whole, to become one of their ministers, 

Accordingly, on a day fixed for the pur- 
preached a sermon on the 
election of ministers, in which he declared 
the power, which any congregation, how- 
ever small, had over any one in whom they 

received gifts suited to the office; and 

ow dangerous it was for such a person to 
reject the call of those who desired instruc- 
The sermon being concladed, the 
preacher turned to Knox, who was present, 
and addressed him in these words: 


“Brother, you shall not be offended, al- 
though I speak unto you that which I have 
in charge, even from all those here present, 
which is this :—In the name of God, and 
of his Son Jesus Christ, and in the name of 
all that presently call you by my mouth, I 
charge you, that you refuse not this holy 
vocation ; but as you tender the glory of 
God, the increase of Christ’s kingdom, the 
edification of your brethren, and the com- 
fort of me, whom you understand well 
enough to be oppressed with the multitade 
of labors, that you take the public office and 
charge of preaching, even as you look to 
s heavy displeasure, and desire 
that he shall multiply his graces unto you.” 
Then addressing himself to the congrega- 
tion, he said.— Was not this your charge 
unto me, and do ye not approve this vo- 
cation?”

President's Message. 

The Presidents Message on the Kansas 
troubles, was sent to Congress on the 27th ult.
